Fall* River. Mass.. Feb . 3. — Fire 
wliii h had raged all night through 
the b usiness district of Fall River 
was b rought under control at 3 A. 
M. today after destroying property 
valued a,t more than $25.nun.non. 
At dawn the lire which had razed 
more than two score b uildings, in­ 
eluding hanks, factories and news­ 
paper plants, was still b urning, b ut 
firemen cheeked its progress. 
Half a square mile in the heart of 
of the b usiness and industrial sec­ 
tion of the “ Spindle City" 
lay 
in 
ruins. Wlthni nine hours the flames, 
which started at 7 P. M. Thursday 
in the idle plant of the Pocasset Tex­ 
tile Mills, had spread with such fury 
that at times the entire city of 125.- 
000 population appeared to he doom­ 
ed. 
Five hundred regular firemen re- 
erulted from dozens of nearb y towns 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
and hundreds of volunteers fought 
all night against the heavy odds of 
a freezing wind and darkness. 
The city's homes had b een saved 
b ut a b ulk of the b usiness capital 
which its residents had spent years 
in b uilding up was destroyed. 
On 
top 
of 
the 
industrial 
depression 
which already was making Itself felt 
Trcrc. rhe b low -m» « the m ost d is a s ­ 
trous in the history of Fall River. 
Twelve 
persons. 
Including 
fiv 
firemen, were seriously Injured and 
25u persons were treated for minor 
hurts. 
More than 20 b uildings were in 
the direct path of 
the 
b laze 
and 
were destroyed. 
Included in this list were the great 
Pocasset Mills, the Rialto Theatre, 
the Hotel Mohican, the Xews-Herald 
plant, the b us terminal and numer­ 
ous smaller structures. 
The post office and city hall 
two 
of th e city’s m o st b eautiful b uildings 
were isolated hy flames b ut 
did 
not b urn.. They are constructed of 
granite. 
T he two b uildings, in the light of 


t he 
fla m es 
this morning, were b ut 
stark, b lackened outlines against a 
b ackground of destruction. 
The “(Jranite 
Block" 
on 
Main 
Str« -« t was closest to the mills and 
was the first to catch the full force 
of the fire. 
Then the b laze leaped to Central 
Str« » *t and the Mohican Hotel was 
destroyed. 
The 
Rialto 
Theatre, 
parked with the regular night crowd 
caught fire next. 
The manager led 
his customers to safety b efore 
the 
theatre collapsed. 
’Fhe Premier Theatre 
also 
was 
b adly damaged. 
The flames spread uptown and fin­ 
ally ignited the b ig Durfee Mill at 
•12th Street. 
The flames spread on to Eighteenth 
Street. 
It was *<> cold that 
the 
streets 
were turned to sheets of ice and the 
charred walls in many places were 
ice coated. 
Much of the fire fighting appar­ 
atus was coated with ice and ren­ 
dered useless. 
Scenes of desolation came through 
the glow of the fire early today. 
Much of the city is b uilt of gran­ 
ite and some of these great b uilding 
walls still were standing. 
At the 
Pocasset 
Mills — where 
all 
three 
structures 
were 
levelled — there 
stands only a 200-foot chimney 
as 
evidence of the city’s great b usiness 
enterprises. 
The 
‘Granite Block." for 
years 
one of the main b usiness b uildings, 
was a mass of twisted girders. Fire­ 
men dynamited some of the walls of 
that b uilding in an attempt to check 
the fire. 
But it was a useless a t­ 
tempt. 
Several firemen were injur­ 
ed in the explosion. 
Stories 
of 
heroism 
came 
even 
while most of the city was guarding 
against destruction of its property 
or preparing to flee to safety.

The trial reached a climax yester­ 
day when 
t he Hickman 
family 
mother, fnther and b rother of Ed­ 
ward 
c a m e Into court to term Ed­ 
ward insane. 
The father, Thomas 
Hickman, and the b rother, Alfred, 
told of the insanity heritage on tin 
mother’s side. 
Thomas Hickman told of the fam­ 
ily life and of the threatened m ur­ 
derous attacks b v his wife.

W ithni nine hours the flames, 
which started at 7 P. M. Thursday 
in the idle plant of the Pocasset Tex­ 
tile Mills, had spread with such fury 
th a t at times the entire city of 125.- 
000 population appeared to be doom­ 
ed. 
Five hundred regular firemen re­ 
cruited from dozens of nearby towns 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
and hundreds of volunteers fought 
all night against the heavy odds of 
a freezing wind and darkness. 
The city’s homes had been saved 
but a hulk of the business capital 
which its residents had spent years 
in building up was destroyed.

which already was makin g itself felt 
'Trpro. rho blow -was th e most disas­ 
trous in the history of Fall River.

\ IBM T INCREASE OF WOLVES 


T he large invasion of wolves in territory near Walk er, Ro- 
mer, Brainerd and Little Falls is now laid to a new cause, and Ihe 
yarn in question comes from a corresp ondent at Kolliher, who in 
a story in the Twin City p ap ers says pack s of Alask an black 
wolves, the largest species of its k ind in North America and the 
fiercest “k illers” have invaded Minnesota and arc driving away 
gray and timber wolves toward the farm ing sections. 
“Old timers at Kelliher state lhat the reason Cass, Crow 
V ing, Aitk in and a score of other counties in the state are ex­ 
periencing their largest bounty p ayments for wolves this winU r 
is due, in the main, to the invasion of the state by the Alask an 
wolf, whose normal range is Canada. 
Because of deep snows and 
a scarcity of food across the international boundary the wolves 
have invaded Miifnesota where they are finding deer plentiful and 
p artridges on the gain in certain sections/’ 
“Trap p ers work ing out of International Falls are carrying 
rifles as protection against the animals which invade the trap 
lines and are driving deer south to more protected areas. 
The 
trap p ers describe the Alask an wolf as a powerful animal stand­ 
ing nearly four feet high with a solid black coat of fur with Jhe 
exception of the throat and breast, which is white. 
He Is exceed­ 
ingly hard to catch and is considered by far the fiercest of his 
k ind.” 


DIRT ItOADS COST SOMETHING 


M a i nt e na nc e 
cost of unpaved trunk highways in Minnesota 
during 1927 was from $18 to $2,032 more per mile than for main­ 
tenance of paved roads carrying more traffic, J. K. Reynolds of 
Mank ato, advocate of an organ ¡zed good roads movement, says. 
lit will be one of the speak ers at a statewide mass meeting 
in St. Paul on February 15, when an eiTort will be made to unite 
a work ing force for improved roads in the state and to sup port n 
proposed $20,000,090 highway bond program. 
Reynolds has visited all sections of the state and asserts that 
sentiment for hard surfaced roads in Minnesota has grown during 
the past year and is much stronger and more general throughout 
the* state. 
From the standpoint of economy, he declared, paved 
road* would save the state money within six years. 
In the wet sp ring of last year, the unpaved roads plunged 
Minnesota in the mud for some time, disrup ted business with the 
farm ers and piled up expense, insofar as road foundations had to 
be replaced on the gravel sections.

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ABOUT INCREASE OK WOLVES 


T he large invasion of wolves in territory near Walker, Ro­ 
ilier, Brainerd and Little Falls is now laid to a new cause, and the 
yarn in question comes from a correspondent at Kelliher, who in 
a story in the Twin City papers says packs of Alaskan black 
wolves, the largest species of its kind in North America and the 
fiercest “killers” have invaded Minnesota and are driving away 
gray and timber wolves toward the farm ing sections. 
“Old timers at Kelliher state that the reason Cass, Crow 
W ing, Aitkin and a score of other counties in the state are e x ­ 
periencing their largest bounty payments for wolves this winter 
is due, in the main, to the invasion of the state by the Alaskan 
wolf, whose normal range is Canada. 
Because of deep snows and 
a scarcity of food across the international boundary the wolves 
have invaded Miifnesota where they are finding deer plentiful and 
partridges on the gain in certain sections.” 
“Trappers working out of International Falls are carrying 
rifles as protection against the animals which invade the trap 
lines and are driving deer south to more protected areas. 
The 
trappers describe the Alaskan wolf as a powerful animal stand­ 
ing nearly four feet high with a solid black coat of fur with the 
exception of the throat and breast, which is white. 
He is exceed­ 
ingly hard to catch and is considered by far the fiercest of his 
kind.” 


DIRT ROADS COST SOMETHING 


M a i n t e n a n c e cost of unpaved trunk highways in Minnesota 
during 1927 was from .$18 to $2,032 more per mile than for main­ 
tenance of paved roads carrying more traffic, J. E. Reynolds of 
Mankato, advocate of an organized good roads movement, says. 
He will be one of the speakers at a statewide mass meeting 
in St. Paul on February lo, when an effort will be made to unite 
a working force for improved roads in the state and to support a 
proposed $20,000,000 highway bond program. 
Reynolds has visited all sections of the slate and asserts that 
sentiment for hard surfaced mails in Minnesota has grown during 
the past year and is much stronger and more general throughout 
the state. 
From the standpoint of economy, he declared, paved 
roads would save the state money within six years. 
In the wet spring of last year, the unpaved roads plunged 
Minnesota in the mud for some time, disrupted business with the 
farmers and piled up expense, insofar as road foundations had to 
be replaced on the gravel sections.
